of Edinbuꝛgh oꝛ quhair our ſaid Regent ſall be foꝛthe tymethe twentie day ol October Inſtant, to conſult, aduiſe, and de⸗ 
liberate vpon ſic materis auenturis as may be — to our ſaid Regent and Loꝛdis of our pꝛeuie coũſall foirſaid, tending 
to the pꝛeuenting, reliſting, and mutuall defence ok the pꝛofeſſouris of Chꝛiſtis Euangell within this our Realme , fra the fu⸗ 
rious rage and lawles crueltie of the bludy and treſſonabill Papiſtis, executoris of the Decreis of the ſaid deuiliſche and
